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Water ban might 
extend to private wells. 


WILMINGTON : 
Wilmington’s outdoor watering 
ban remains in full effect, and 
the town may soon be forced to 
implement the same restric- 
tions on private wells. 

Water and Sewer 
Superintendent Michael Woods 
delivered such news to the 
Board of Selectmen during its 
meeting on Monday, June 28. 
According to Woods, current 
stipulations of the ban, which 
has been handed down directly 
from the Department of 
Environmental Protection 
(DEP), include the absolute 
barring of all sprinklers, 
whether underground or above. 
Residents may utilize hand- 


held hoses only, but not at all 
between the hours of 9 a.m. and 
5p.m. 

Wilmington lost 60 percent of 
its water-pumping capacity 
when it was forced to close 5 
out of its 9 wells in early 2003, 
due to the detection of contam- 
inants originating from the 
Olin Chemical site at 51 Eames 
Street and possibly from the 
controversial Maple Meadow 
Landfill site, which directly 
abuts one of Wilmington’s key 
aquifers. 

Last year, Wilmington pur- 
chased 36.2 million gallons of 
water from surrounding com- 
munities to meet demand. So 
far this year, the town has pur- 
chased 2.61 million gallons 


from the Town of Burlington; a 
major reason for the recent 
purchases was to accomplish a 
flushing of the system, which 
had not been done for the past 
two years due to water short- 
ages. Woods expects that pur- 
chases will begin to increase 
within the next couple of weeks. 
The costs incurred by the 
town for those purchases have 
been, and continue to be, reim- 
bursed in full by Olin Chemical. 
Wilmington has standing 
agreements for water purchas- 
es with Burlington, Woburn, 


and North Reading. 
Additionally, Wilmington does 
have a connection to

'® Authorities prepare for 
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convention headaches 


Wilmington Police and Fire Departments have a plan to deal 
with traffic nightmares during Democrat National Convention

WILMINGTON The 
Democratic National 
Convention (DNC) is going to 
have major impacts on 
Wilmington when it is held at 
the Fleet Center in Boston 
between Monday, July 26 and 
Friday, July 30 

Police Chief Robert Spencer 
and Fire Chief Daniel Stewart 
prepared the town for the con- 
vention during a meeting of the 
Board of Selectmen on Monday, 
June 28. 

During the DNC, at which 
Massachusetts Senator John 
Kerry is expected to accept his 
party’s nomination for the 
United States _ presidency, 
Interstate 93 is going to be lim- 
ited to three lanes. The fourth 
lane will be transformed into a 
“zipper” lane available only to 
emergency vehicles and high- 
occupancy vehicles, such as 
buses. 

Spencer expects Route 93 traf- 
fic to be at a dead stop by 
approximately 6:15 a.m. for 
that week. 

According to a July 2002 traf- 
fic study, more than 8,000 vehi- 
cles use the southbound side of 
Route 93, north of the Route 129 
interchange, between the hours 
of 6 and 7 a.m. during the week- 
day commute. An additional 
8,000 vehicles use that same 
travel area between 7 and 8 
a.m. 

“This does include 129 or 


Commerce Way _ traffic. 
Spencer told selectmen. “The 
existing volume exceeds the 
planned three-lane capacity by 
approximately 2,000 to 2,500 
vehicles per hour.” 

Those figures, Spencer 
reminded the board, are from 
2002 and were most certainly a 
low estimate in 2004 

“Traffic engineers predict 
that a one-hour commute will 
take 3 hours if 35 percent of the 
traffic stays home,” Spencer 
said. 

During a normal day, the 
intersection of West Street and 
Lowell Street in Wilmington 
handles 28,000 vehicles per day, 
the intersection of Routes 62 
and 38 handles 36,000 vehicles 
per day, and Route 62 in the 
vicinity of the Wildwood 
Cemetery accommodates 17,000 
vehicles per day. 

Motorists will begin diverting 
onto Wilmington roadways in 
an attempt to circumvent the 
highway congestion. 

Lieutenant Michael Begonis 
and Sergeant Christopher 
Neville of the Wilmington 
Police Department have creat- 
ed a course of action to address 
the impending traffic problems. 

Wilmington authorities will 
keep diverted motorist on num- 
bered goadways, such as Routes 
62, 38, 129, and 125. 

Beginning at 5 a.m. during 
the DNC, a Wilmington police 
officer will be at each lighted 


Town Forest plan

WILMINGTON - Roughly 40 
people attended the

was due to the collision of two 
major factors: a grant from the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Management 
and the Open Space and 
Recreation Plan. 

This latest public meeting was 
held on site at the outdoor 
pavilion with the sun gently set- 
ting in the background. 

Guests were invited to walk 
around the new scenic access 
and “boulder field” parking 
area, which contains 


intersection, as well as all 
Route 95 southbound — exit 
ramps, to assist traffic attempt 
ing to exit onto Wilmington 
roads.

As amember of the North 
Eastern Massachusetts Law 
Enforcement Council (NEM 
LEC), four Wilmington officers 
will be participating in the 
teams sent to Boston for the 
duration of the DNC for crowd 
control.

buckling up, obeying speed lim- 
its, and reporting suspected 
drunk drivers.” 

The Wilmington Police 
Department recommends that 
if you host a party where alco- 
hol will be available, offer non- 
alcoholic beverages and food to 
prevent drinking from becom- 
ing the focus of your gathering. 
Do not tolerate underage drink- 
ing on your property as you 
may be held liable under the 
commonwealth’s “social host” 
law. If you are heading out to 
an event and plan to consume 
alcohol, be sure to designate a 
sober driver or plan to use a 
taxi or take mass transit. 

“July 4th should be a care- 
free time spent with family and 
friends,” says Secretary of 
Public Safety Edward A. 
Flynn. “Sadly, highway safety 
statistics prove that everyone 
needs to keep their guard up 
against the dangers of drunk 
driving over this holiday peri- 
od. Whether you are behind 
the wheel or a passenger, don’t 


forget that your best defense 
against a drunk driver is to 
always wear a safety belt.” 

There were three people 
killed in motor vehicle crashes 
over the three-day July 4th hol- 
iday period in Massachusetts in 
2003. 

Impaired driving is a serious 
crime that could cost you your 
freedom, your job, your license, 
and kill or injure you and inno- 
cent people.

VA improves access to Life 
Insurance information 


WASHINGTON - The Depart- 
ment of Veterans Affairs (VA) 
announced recently that veter- 
ans will now be able to access 
their Veterans' Group Life 
Insurance (VGLI) accounts at 
any time of the day or night 
from any computer or tele- 
phone. 

“Today's veterans are techno- 
logically savvy, and VA's Life 
Insurance program is constant- 
ly looking for better ways to 
meet their needs," said Under 
Secretary for Benefits Daniel 
L. Cooper. "We will be adding 
new features to both our online 
account and interactive voice 
response systems on a continu- 
ing basis so veterans can man- 
age their policies from any- 
where, at any time.” 

Using a secure Web site, the 
VGLI Online Account Access 
system allows veterans to 
obtain basic information on 
their account through the 
insurance Web site at 
www.insurance.va.gov. 

Veterans will be able to view 
their current amount of cover- 
age, premium rate, and billing 
method, as well as change their 
billing address. In the future, 
veterans will have access to 
additional online tools allowing 
them to change their method

and frequency of payment. 

Also available on VA's insur- 
ance Web site is a new life 
insurance calculator _ that 
allows veterans to calculate a 
recommended amount of life 
insurance based on their finan- 
cial information. 

The veteran enters financial 
information directly into the 
Web site including financial 
obligations, net additional 
income needed by survivors 
and current assets. By sub- 
tracting total assets from total 
financial obligations and net 
income needed, the calculator 
arrives at the amount of life 
insurance recommended. 

Veterans can also access their 
account information through a 
new VGLI interactive voice 
response system that allows 
veterans to obtain account 

information through the tele- 
phone. 

Veterans can call VA at 1-800- 
419-1473 any time, day or night, 
by using their telephone key- 
pad and can hear recorded 
information on their accounts. 

They can also request certain 
changes to their VGLI 
accounts, such as billing fre- 
quency and payment method, 
as well as order certain forms 
via mail or fax.

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The Engine Behind 
Other Freedoms 


The Fourth of July is a uniquely American holiday, a time to 
kick back, jump in the pool, fire up the barbecue, catch a 
parade, marvel at the rockets’ red glare, sing a patriotic song, 
and celebrate the company of family and friends. It’s one of 
the best days of the year, no doubt about it. 

Indeed, birthdays are supposed to be fun, so the Fourth of 
July is a festive alternative to the sober patriotic pauses we 
bring to Memorial Day and Veterans Day. This year, America 
turns 228, making us that much older than the new Iraq but far 
younger than many other nations on the planet. 

Independence Day is a time to celebrate our freedoms, which 
we know quite well. Our most treasured liberty, of course, is 
our Freedom of Speech. There’s another freedom, though, 
that does not immediately roll off our tongue when we rattle 
off our rights. This freedom is implied in our United States 
Constitution; although it is not directly articulated, it has been 
alive these past 228 years all the same. 

That's our Freedom of Thought. 

In a way, our Freedom of Thought is a precursor to our 
Freedom of Speech. Without the former, the latter is never 
fully realized, especially for those of us who occasionally do 
not think before we speak. 

History is plagued with governments that controlled the 
minds of their subjects by eliminating their right to speak their 
feelings, questions, passions, doubts and theories. Despite the 
scourge of political correctness in our country, which waters 
down our language and replaces efficient, single words with 
generic yet complicated phrases, Americans, for better or for 
worse, have always been able to lend their voices to their 
minds. 

This is an election year. A poll on television last night 
revealed that President Bush and Senator Kerry are neck and 
neck in their race for the White House, with each man locked 
at 48 percent of those surveyed. Polls are flimsy snapshots, of 
course, but you better believe both campaigns have their eyes 
on them.

2) The movie does not have the courage ‘or imagination to 
propose or suggest where the United States can go from here 
in terms of fighting terrorism and strengthening our alliances. 
Moore does not even afford himself the 20/20 vision of hind- 
sight to state what America should have been doing during 
these three years since September 11. 

Moore does not want you to think. He wants you to simply 
react to what he presents you. 

He's not alone. In the months ahead, we're going to see ads 
and features from both Republicans and Democrats who want 
to do your thinking for you. 

Don’t let them do it. There is the right candidate out there 
for you, whether it’s Bush or Kerry or a member of an alter- 
native party, but your journey to their corner must be fueled 
with independent thought. You must perfect knacks for seeing 
beyond talking points, rejecting spin, recognizing consistency, 
and determining what is right and true.

about way of life from Modesto, 


Dear Editor: 

The newly resurrected Master 
Plan Committee is once again 
gathering in public session. I 
trust they are taking into delib- 
eration many of the interests 
and sensitivities in regards to 
promoting small-town charac- 
ter, open space and natural 
resources, water quality, hous- 
ing affordability, economic 
development and transporta- 
tion, as the need to continue to 
navigate through discrepancies 
is no doubt part of the work in 
progress. 

I received an email from 
Selectwoman Suzanne Sullivan, 
urging support for the protec- 
tion of irreplaceable natural 
areas in Massachusetts. In an 
action alert from the Mass 
Association of Conservation 
Commissions, the press release 
was quoted, stating, 
“Massachusetts loses over 40 
acres of land per day to devel- 
opment. Almost three-quarters 
of the state’s wildlife habitat 
lack protection. Land that pro- 
tects rivers, ponds and water 
supplies is under intense devel- 
opment pressure. Farms are 
being lost to expensive housing 
developments. Massachusetts 
most valuable resources will be 
lost forever within 10 years.” 

Even though we live in 
Wilmington with only 23,000 cit- 
izens, it feels like we're getting 
boxed into a concrete jungle. Is 
it because we live in 
Massachusetts, where the cities 
and towns are older in develop- 
ment and where poor planning 
decisions were made, and now 
we're stuck with those sins of 
the past? Does that mean there 
is no hope for Wilmington? Can 
we make those changes for the 
better or are we doomed to be 
victims of clauses regarding 
land-zoning restrictions? 

I recently spent some time in 
my husband’s hometown of 
Modesto, California, located in 
the heart of Central Valley's 
wine country. Stanislaus 
County includes 18 communi- 
ties, and it is one of the most 
beautiful areas in the United 
States that I have ever visited. 
Along the major roadways, nat- 
ural barriers are used to sepa- 
rate the north and southbound 
lanes, not ugly concrete and 
steel. Crops such as grapes, 
wheat, alfalfa and maize can 
also been seen while traveling, 
as well as the grazing beef and 
dairy cattle, horses and other 
farm animals. Acres of vine- 
yards and rows of fruit and nut 
trees are plentiful, as well as 
the other produce that’s grown, 
such as asparagus, broccoli, 
cauliflower and a variety of 
melons. A very distinctive fruit 
was the white cherry, some- 
thing we don’t see here in 
Massachusetts. This area pro- 
duces one-third of the world’s 
many nuts, fresh fruits and veg- 
etables. 


The city of Modesto inhabits 
203,000 residents, but it doesn’t 
feel like everyone’s squeezed 
into a sardine can. It’s growna 
lot from the time my husband 
was a child there, when the 
population might have been 
about 20,000 people. 

Wilmington could take a few 
pages from Modesto’s book of 
quality of life when it comes to 
land development and respect 
for natural resources. The arch 
that is the south entranceway to 
the city reads “Modesto - Water, 
Wealth, Contentment, Health.” 
Examples include the bylaw 
that every land lot must have 
two healthy trees on it, which 
the city maintains. It is esti- 
mated that there is one tree for 
every two people in Modesto, 
which does not include all of 
the privately maintained trees. 
It is also home to the largest 
garden club in California, with 
over 700 members helping to 
make it a more beautiful place 
to live. There are over 20 pub- 
lic art displays throughout the 
city. One is the ‘American 
Graffiti’ sculpture, paying trib- 
ute to the 1973 classic movie 
about two Modesto college- 
bound boys in 1962 made by 
renowned film director George 
Lucas, himself a Modesto 
native and famous for the "Star 
Wars" trilogy. 

In conjunction with the 
Culture Commission, the 
Modesto Garden Club designed 
and created the street Flower 
Clock, located in front of the 
Modesto Centre Plaza, and 
donated it to the city. This hor- 
ticultural clock is 20 feet in 
diameter and features 1,808 dif- 
ferent plants. 

In 2002, the city received the 
international "Enhancement of 
the Landscape” award that hon- 
ors the Flower Clock. There 
are less than one dozen of these 
clocks nationwide and the flo- 
ral plants are changed two to 
three time per year to maintain 
a constant visual display. 

The acceptance of diversity is 
a strong asset in preserving the 
integrity of Modesto. People of 
different ethnic backgrounds 
blend together, stabilize the city 
and enhance a positive, produc- 
tive atmosphere. 

Commissions and organiza- 
tional memberships are not 
exclusive to’ residents in the 
city of Modesto. The Culture 
Commission, which is similar 
to the Wilmington Art Council 
(of which I am an executive 
member), has seven executive 
members appointed by the 
Modesto City Council. Five 
members must be from the city, 
but two members must live out- 
side Modesto, but live in 
Stanislaus County. And where 
there is business or industrial 
districts, it’s not next to some- 
one’s home or put right in the 
midst of a residential area, 
which is a huge problem here in 


Wilmington. I suspect many in 
this place have never even 
heard the terms “spot zoning” 
or “eminent domain.” When

Stronger penalties 
sought for those who 
give alcohol to minors 


BOSTON - Senate Minority 
Whip Bruce Tarr (R- 
Gloucester) and Essex County 
District Attorney Jonathan 
Blodgett have announced that 
they have filed legislation 
increasing the penalties for 
adults who furnish or procure 
alcohol for minors. 

Tarr authored the legislation 
after learning from District 
Attorney Blodgett the current 
penalties for the crime. He was 
joined by 17 other legislators 
from both the House and 
Senate in sponsoring the legis- 
lation, titled “An act to reduce 
the furnishing or procuring of 
alcohol to a minor by an adult.” 

Currently, the minor procure- 
ment law, section 34 of Chapter 
138 of Massachusetts General 
Law, states that a fine not 
exceeding $2,000 and/or impris- 
onment for up to one year will 
be imposed upon any adult who 
furnishes alcohol to a minor. 
The proposed legislation would 
strengthen the penalty by 
adding suspension of license to 
the current law. 

Specifically, the legislation 
would amend the current law, 
granting courts the ability to 
submit an order to the registrar 
of motor vehicles suspending 
the license of any person who is 
either convicted, or to whom 
the legal standard of admission 
of sufficient facts applies, for 
providing alcohol to a minor. 
The registry would have the 
ability to suspend the license of 
an individual from anywhere 
from 60.days to two years. 

“License suspension is a seri- 
ous penalty, and it should be 
available to address the crime 


of purchasing alcohol for 
minors which can lead to tragic 
consequences,” said Senator 
Tarr. { 

“This legislation will provide 
law enforcement with an impor- 
tant tool in our efforts to reduce 
underage drinking and keep our 
children safe,” added DA 
Blodgett. 

Said Tarr, “Our legal system 
deserves to have this additional 
sanction in its arsenal against 
underage drinking.” 

The bill is co-sponsored by 
Senator Baddour (D-Methuen), 
Representative Brad Hill (R- 
Ipswich), Representative 
Robert Fennell (D-Lynn),

Representative William 
Lantigua (I-Lawrence), 
Representative Reed Hillman 
(R-Sturbridge), Representative 
Frank Hynes (D-Marshfield), 
Representative William Smitty 
Pignatelli (D-Lenox), 
Representative Mary Rogeness 
(R-Longemeadow), 
Representative Robert DeLeo

will negotiate with Tewksbury 
if necessary. 
Burlington has a higher level 
of water pressure than Woburn 
and has a lower cost per 100 
cubic feet. Woods, though he 
did not have the figures at 
hand, estimated on Monday 
night that Burlington charges 
$2.05 per 100 cubic feet and that 
Woburn charges $2.65 per 100 
cubic feet. 

With the upcoming construc- 
tion of multi-unit complexes, 
such as Regency Place on West 
Street and Whispering Pines on 
Salem Street, Selectman Frank 
West wanted to know when the 
Water Department was going to 
say that it was not capable of 
supporting new construction.

Once built, the pier will 
posthumously realize Rocco 
DePasquale’s dream to have a 
handicapped fishing pier at 
Silver Lake, 

DePasquale, who served as a 
Wilmington selectmen, 
received the very first annual 
Good Guy Award and owned 
and operated Rocco's 
Restaurant on Route 38, fished 
his whole life. As he got older 
and his health declined, it 
became difficult for him to find 
good spots to catch some fish at 
the lake. A handicapped-acces- 
sible fishing pier, he figured, 


would solve his problem and 
provide residents with a great 
spot to get bites. 

DePasquale took his idea to 
Representative James Miceli, 
who, alongside Senator Bruce 
Tarr, has spent the last few 
years guiding the pier through 
the state legislature, at one 
point even rescuing the project 
from a veto by Governor Mitt 
Romney. 

In addition to Miceli and Tarr, 
the Wilmington Conservation 
Commission, former Selectman 
James Rooney and a number of 
state agencies have also been 
instrumental in bringing the 
pier closer to fruition. 

“It has been a pleasure to 


work with the town on this pro- 
ject,” Miceli says. “This pier is 
an appropriate memorial of a 
true gentleman that dedicated 
his life to public service.” 

One person who will be par- 
ticularly thrilled when the pier 
is finished is DePasquale’s son, 
Matt. 

“My father taught me how to 
fish,” Matt told the Town Crier 
during an interview last sum- 
mer. “Now I take my nieces 
fishing and tell them stories of 
how my father would close the 
restaurant late at night and 
then come wake me up to go 
fishing with him. I’m looking 
forward to seeing the pier go 
in”

Boudreau takes National title in Ohio

Everybody should be so lucky 
as to have a second job like 
Tewksbury’s Jim Boudreau. 
Boudreau, who in his day job is 
the owner of Boudreau’s 
Automotive Service in 
Tewksbury, has also been part 
of the pro auto racing circuit 

for the past forty years. 

Boudreau competes in the 
National Hot Rod Association 
(NHRA) in the Stock 
Eliminator category, two weeks 
ago Boudreau won his first race 
of the season at the Pontiac 
Excitement Nationals in 
Columbus, Ohio. Boudreau won 
his race in the finals in a time 
of 10.874 seconds over two time 
national champion Sal Biondo. 

Boudreau has had a very suc- 
cessful career on the NHRA 
circuit, and he continues to 
enjoy his life as a pro auto 
racer. More importantly, how- 
ever, Boudreau simply enjoys 
his life in general. The 63 year 
old is a cancer survivor, having 
been stricken with intestinal 
cancer in 1999. After being 
misdiagnosed as having gastri- 
tis for six months and then 
going through — difficult 
chemotherapy treatments for 
another 10 months, Boudreau 
finally won his battle with the 
disease in June of 2000. He has 
been cancer free for four years, 
and has gained a new apprecia- 
tion for his life with his wife 
and family. 

“Every day is a great day,” 
Boudreau said. “Having gone 
through, that changes your out- 
look on everything.” 


Boudreau also added with a 
laugh, “My wife gets mad at me 
because if things go bad around 
the house, like the dishwasher 
isn’t working or something, it 
just doesn’t bother me. That’s 
minor.” 

There was nothing minor 
about Boudreau’s win over two 
weeks ago. Any win against the 
competition that he faces on a 
week to week basis is a huge 
accomplishment and Boudreau 
knows that he is usually the 
underdog when he competes. 

“These guys are very good. 
They do this for a living and 
they usually race four times a 
week,” Boudreau said. “So for 
me to beat guys like this when 
it is not a full time thing for me 
is huge. It's like the Red Sox 
beating the Yankees.” 

Boudreau, who races a 1969 
Camaro in the Stock Eliminator 
category, must follow strict 
rules and guidelines in order to 
compete. After many years of 
competing, Boudreau is now 
comfortable enough with what 
he can and cannot do as far as 
the rules are concerned, but 
that is only half the battle in 
the ultra competitive world of 
pro auto racing, particularly 
the category he races in. 

“It’s a very intense sport and 
that’s why I like it. It’s hard to 
explain it unless-you are a part 
of it,” Boudreau said. “And 
right now the category I am in 
is the toughest to win simply 
because the competition is so 
tough. When all is said and 
done there is nothing more 
rewarding than winning a

Over the weekend,

North Reading resident 
Kristian M. Mineau has had 
an interesting journey along 
the road of life that has led 
him to be the acting president 
of the Massachusetts Family 
Institute (MFI). It is a road 
that led him through Vietnam 
as a fighter-pilot and through 
a near-death experience dur- 
ing a training mission in 
Europe. 

“It’s been a long pilgrimage 
for me,” Mineau said. 

He recalled the plane crash 
that nearly resulted in his 
death and said, “Through the 
process (of recovery) I had a 
spiritual awakening of my 
Christian roots.” 

This awakening led him to 
Gordon Conwell Seminary in 
Hamilton after he retired from 
the Air Force in 1995. He has 
since been named as the assis- 
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“All rise,” the COURT officer 
announced. “Judge Roy Bean, 
the law east of the Pecos pre- 
siding.”

Although he came through 
Vietnam physically unscathed, 
it was during a routine combat 
training flight with the NATO 
forces in Europe that his jet 
developed a control malfune- 
tion that sent it into a “super- 
sonic nosedive.” 

Mineau recalled, “The last 
thing I said was please God! 
This was to a God that I had 
been thumbing my nose at.” 

As miracles happen, this 
one rates at the top. Mineau 
tried his eject button one last 
time, and against all odds for 
the speed his plane was com- 
ing down at, the mechanism 
worked and he was sent flying 
upward just as the plane 
crashed into the ground. 

However,-he was not out of 
the woods. When he did come 
down to earth it was at such a 
speed that he broke bones in 
several places and was told he 
probably would not walk or fly 
again. 

It was during his recovery 
that an Air Force Chaplain 
started to visit with Mineau. 

“I came to recognize 
Christ,” Mineau said. “He 
began to come alive in my 
life.” 

In what could be termed as 
a second miracle, six years 
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later, Mineau, who was told he 
would never fly again, was 
behind the stick of a fighter 
jet 

“I refer to it as the birth, 
death and resurrection of a 
fighter pilot,” Mineau said. “I 
went on to serve the Lord 
through a number of exciting 
assignments throughout the 
world.” 

However, his time to serve 
in the Air Force came to an 
end and Mineau recognized 
his next calling to serve 
through ministry 

Mineau said, “As I became 
involved in the church and the 
community, this was the time 
(about five years ago) the 
challenge to traditional mar- 
riages started to evolve, first 
in Vermont.” 

Mineau said he became 
involved with several other 
Massachusetts based pastors 
that were mobilizing in sup- 
port of traditional marriages. 
The group also became 
involved in the fight against 
the legalization of abortions 
and also fought against legal- 
ized gambling and Internet 
pornography. 

This was the start of MFI.

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Aside from his religious 
beliefs, Mineau has 14 person- 
al reasons for his involvement 
with the group: his four chil- 
dren and 10 grandchildren 

Over the years Mineau’'s 
involvement led him to the 
point of being asked to step in 
as acting president while Dr. 
Ronald Crews, now on sabbati- 
cal from MFI, pursues his 
active candidacy for the 
Congressional seat currently 
held by U.S. Rep. James P. 
McGovern (D- MA, Third 
Congressional District) 

Mineau said, “One thing I 
really appreciate about work- 
ing with MFI: I have the 
chance to work with a number 
of different spectrums in 
Massachusetts - the Jewish 
community, the Catholic 
Community - I have the 
chance to work with the differ- 
ent facets of the Judeo- 
Christian community for fami- 
ly values. 

Since the groups beginning 
in 1991, Mineau is the fifth per- 
son to serve as president. He 
describes MFI as a “public 
policy organization. Our venue 
is to produce and provide edu- 
cational materials to the fami- 
ly about issues relevant to the 
Judeo-Christian community.” 

According to Mineau’s esti- 
mates, about 7,000 people

“The article was originally 
contained in the Consent 
Calendar. The Consent 
Calendar is a device used to 
expedite the Town Meeting 
by grouping a number of 
articles under one heading 
and allowing residents to 
vote on several non-contro- 
versial matters at once. 
Several residents disagreed 
with the placement of this 
article within the Consent 
Calendar. 

“How can the elimination 
of an elected official be non- 
controversial?’ resident 
William Hurton asked. ‘Next 
we can eliminate elections 
for the Board of Selectmen 
and they can be appointed by 
the Town Manager. If we 
pass this article, we are giv- 
ing up the right to vote for a 
town official.

version of the United States 
Constitution and advised res- 
idents that it should not be 
changed without good rea- 
son. 

“There is no problem 
with the current process and 
no reason to change it,’

“Resident Tara Coakley, a 
spokesperson for 
Representative James 
Miceli, opined that the whole 
matter could be broken down 
into accountability. 

“If the Town Clerk 
doesn't do the job, residents 
will vote her out,’ Coakley 
said. ‘I've been smart 
enough to vote for Mrs 
Carey since I've been old 
enough to vote.’ 

“Town Manager David 
Cressman alone stood in 
favor of the article, contend- 
ing that the duties of the 
position had increased dra 
matically since its inception 
and that an appointment 
process would ensure that 
only a fully qualified candi 
date could become Town 
Clerk. He also noted that an 
appointment for the position 
was not dissimilar to sur- 
rounding communities and 
that only Billerica still elect 
ed its Town Clerk. 

“One resident offered sta 
tistics indicating that only 70 
of 311 towns in 
Massachusetts appoint their 
Town Clerk, with the remain 
der chosen by general elec 
tions. 

“Residents voted unani 
mously to authorize the town 
to borrow $230,000 for the 
design and construction of 
sidewalk improvements on 
North Street under Article 7. 

“Sidewalk Committee 
Chairman Franco Lucchesi 
supported the article, which 
is designed to be the first of 


many to appear before Town 
Meetings to fund the long 
range, town-wide plan devel 
oped by the Sidewalk 
Committee. According to 
Lucchesi, the plan will be 
funded in ‘small, financially 
viable increments

Symptoms of these illnesses 
are often initially mistaken for 
everyday emotions 

Symptoms for depression 
include prolonged sadness, cry- 
ing spells or changes in 
appetite and sleep patterns. 
Symptoms of mania include 
excessive irritability, racing 
speech and thoughts, or reck- 
less behavior. 

“Depression and bipolar dis- 
order can be difficult to diag- 
nose in anyone. This is particu- 
larly troubling for young people 
who are still developing and it 
is important for loved ones to 
educate themselves about these 
illnesses in order to identify 
symptoms early,” said Lydia 
Lewis, president of the DBSA 

Depression strikes three per- 
cent of children and twelve per- 
cent of adolescents. An estimat- 
ed one percent of young people 
live with bipolar disorder. 

“These illnesses are more 
common than people may 
think. We need to increase 
awareness so that young people

affected by them get the help 
that they need,” said Martha 
Hellander, executive director: of 
the CABF. 

Parents play an instrumen- 
tal role in recognizing the 
symptoms of these illnesses and 
should alert a physician imme: 
diately if they suspect their 
child may be experienenig 
symptoms. 

With depression, a child may 
lose interest in fun activities or 
refuse to go to school, while a 
child with bipolar disorder may 
be unable to get out of bed and 
the next day, display aggressive 
behavior. 

It’s recommended that par- 
ents do the following if they sus- 
pect their child may suffer from 
one of these illnesses: 

* Keep a daily diary of your 
child's mood, energy, behavior, 
statements of concern, treat- 
ment response and sleep. Share 
this information with a physi- 
cian. 

* Help your child maintain a 
routine for sleep, mealtimes 
and activities. 

+ Avoid bright lights, noise, 
large stores and groups, all of 
which can be over-stimulating,
